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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1967 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

Undoubtedly  the  advance  in  medical  technology  which  made  the  major 
impact  in  1967  not  only  in  this  Country,  but  throughout  the  World,  was 
the  first  Heart  Transplant  carried  out  in  South  Africa. 

Like  all  pioneering  efforts,  it  is  early  daj^s  yet  to  assess  how  great 
a  part  this  very  specialised  type  of  surgery  is  going  to  play  in  contributing 
still  further  towards  extending,  in  the  face  of  established  heart  disease, 
the  span  of  human  life. 

Spare  part  surgery  raises  many  ethical  questions  which  are  increas¬ 
ingly  difficult  to  answer,  and  time  alone  can  help  the  populace  and  the 
profession  adjust  to  some  of  the  moral  issues  which  are  involved. 

Blood  transfusion  could  reasonably  be  included  under  the  heading 
of  Spare  Part  Surgery.  Initially,  it  had  its  critics  and  its  setbacks,  but 
now-a-days  there  are  few  who  would  deny  it  has  been  a  technique  in¬ 
strumental  in  saving  many  lives,  and  in  our  modern  mechanised  society, 
the  demands  for  blood  continue  to  rise  astronomically.  Perhaps  the  fact 
that  the  donors  remain  alive  and  well,  and  often  contribute  again  and 
again  is  the  subtle  difference  which  makes  this  technique  much  more 
readily  acceptable  to  the  majority  of  people. 

However,  perhaps  the  ultimate  answer  to  the  many  problems  posed 
by  the  question  of  organ  transplants  lies  elsewhere,  and  is  to  be  found 
in  a  greater  understanding  of  the  whole  process  of  ageing,  linked  to  a 
wider  and  deeper  knowledge  of  the  disease  processes  which  make  organ 
transplants  necessary  in  the  first  instance.  In  a  phrase,  ‘Prevention  as 
always  remains  better  than  cure,’  and  it  is  towards  that  end,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  cardio  vascular  disease,  presently  standing  so  high  in  the 
list  of  killer  diseases,  that  more  effort  and  money  ought  to  be  directed 
in  the  field  of  research.  This  is  not  to  detract  one  iota  from  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  skilled  surgical  teams  engaged  in  organ  transplants  at  this  time, 
nor  indeed  from  the  special  brand  of  courage  displayed  by  the  patients 
and  their  relatives  in  taking  this  step  into  the  unknown.  All  join  the 
select  band  of  pioneers  in  every  field  of  human  endeavour,  seeking  the 
answers,  which  perhaps  in  some  way  will  improve  the  lot  of  the  human 
race. 

One  of  the  major  hazards  in  organ  transplants  (and  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  today,  this  includes  skin  grafting,  corneal  grafting, 
bone  grafts,  kidney,  heart  and  liver  transplants,  all  more  than  a  little 
reminiscent  of  green  fingers  rather  than  rubber  gloves),  has  been  the 
problem  of  tissue  rejection.  The  human  body  has  a  marked  reluctance 
to  accept  into  itself  anything  which  doesn’t  belong  to  it,  and  indeed 
actively  sets  about  rejecting  foreign  tissue.  This  process  is  closely  bound 
up  with  immune  response  which  is  utilised  to  advantage  in  the  prevention 
of  such  diseases  as  Diphtheria.  Smallpox,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis,  Measles  and  Tuberculosis. 

In  overcoming  the  basic  problem  of  tissue  rejection,  it  is  not  outwith 
the  bounds  of  possibility  that  our  knowledge  of  the  whole  concept  of  the 
human  immune  response  may  well  be  advanced  to  the  stage,  whereby  a 
single  dose  of  a  synthetic  product  would  confer  on  the  individual  an 
immunity  against  a  host  of  diseases,  including  those  infective  types 
mentioned  above,  thus  relieving  our  children  of  the  need  to  be  subjected 
to  a  multiplicity  of  injections  to  ensure  their  protection  against  these 
diseases,  as  at  present. 

In  such  an  event,  other  benefits  are  immediately  apparent.  Reduction 
in  the  time  element  involved  to  complete  the  whole  immunising  procedure. 
Less  inconvenience  to  mothers,  more  time  available  for  medical  and 
nursing  staff  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  in  other  spheres.  Simplifica¬ 
tion  of  records,  and  an  end  to  the  dubiety  which  exists  amongst  parents, 
particularly  in  some  emergency,  indeed,  as  to  what  types  of  immune 
injections  their  child  has  had  in  the  past.  Less  costly  to  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  whole  National  Health  Service  in  general.

So  whatever  ones  views  are  on  the  moral  issues  and  ethics  involved 
in  spare  part  surgery,  the  possibilities  are  strong  that  the  “fringe 
benefits”  that  stem  from  such  pioneering  efforts,  may  very  well  prove  to 
be  of  major  importance  in  the  preventative  field,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
day,  be  instrumental  in  creating  an  environmental  climate  of  which  there 
is  an  increasing  dearth  of  patients  requiring  spare  part  surgery.  No 
greater  crowning  achievement  to  the  efforts  of  such  pioneers  could  there 
be,  than,  that  they  had  worked  themselves  out  of  a  job. 


Such  then  is  the  importance  of  the  first  and  subsequent  heart  trans¬ 
plants,  and  the  link  which  exists  between  spare  part  surgery  and  preven¬ 
tive  medicine  bestowing  ultimately  perhaps  benefits  which  will  reach 
out  to  every  street  in  the  Country. 


During  1967  efforts  were  directed  towards  increasing  the  attendance 
at  the  Cytology  clinics  held  at  the  County  Clinic.  Local  firms  in  Sutton- 
in-Ashfield  employing  large  numbers  of  women  were  approached.  In  most 
cases  the  accommodation  available  at  the  place  of  employment  was  not 
ideally  suited  to  carrying  out  the  tests  there.  The  firms  involved  readily 
agreed  to  such  of  the  employees  who  wished  to  have  the  cytology  test 
done,  attending  the  clinic  by  appointment  and  during  the  working  day. 
To  complete  testing  of  the  numbers  involved,  by  this  method,  certainly 
takes  considerable  time,  but  none  the  less  the  attendance  figures  have 
been  substantially  increased  by  this  approach. 


I  am  sure  the  Council  would  wish  me  to  express  our  grateful  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  management  of  the  local  firms  concerned,  for  the  valuable 
contribution  they  are  making  to  cancer  control,  at  no  little  inconvenience 
to  themselves.  Their  sense  of  responsibility  towards  their  female 
employees  in  this  respect,  and  their  willingness  to  co-operate  whole¬ 
heartedly  in  the  endeavour,  reflects  the  very  highest  credit  on  them  all. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  scope  of  the  cytology  examination  will  be  widened 
in  the  near  future  to  exclude  during  the  same  examination,  not  only 
cervical  cancer,  but  breast  cancer  as  well. 


A  visit  by  the  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  December  was  less 
well  attended  than  I  would  have  expected.  Some  1,257  people  were 
X-Rayed  in  the  course  of  the  week.  This  represents  a  reduction  in  attend¬ 
ance  of  869  over  the  last  visit  of  the  Unit.  In  a  township  like  Sutton-in- 
Ashfleld  with  a  population  of  upward  of  40  000  people,  there  is  scope  in 
my  view  for  a  vast  improvement  in  the  attendance  figures.  It  may  well 
be  that  this  situation  will  have  to  be  looked  at  very  much  more  closely 
in  the  future.  Increased  prior  publicity,  and  an  extension  of  the  Unit’s 
visit  beyond  a  week  as  in  previous  visits,  are  basic  factors  which  bear 
consideration  in  an  endeavour  to  bring  about  marked  increase  in  the 
attendance  at  such  Units  in  the  future.  Tuberculosis,  despite  the  drastic 
reduction  in  incidence  over  recent  years,  remains  a  disease  to  be  reckoned 
with  as  11  notifications,  compared  witli  eight  in  1966,  indicates  a  rate 
of  27.1  per  100,000  as  compared  with  19.7  in  1966. 


In  terms  of  other  respiratory  disease  Chronic  Bronchitis  in  particular, 
improvement  in  the  incidence  statistics  of  this  complaint  can  be  confidently 
expected  in  the  near  future,  as  the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act 
in  Sutton,  moves  towards  the  half  way  stage  of  completion.  Considerable 
dissent  has  been  roused  in  areas  of  the  town  where  the  Act  is  soon  to  be 
implemented.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  but  the  opposition  to  the  Act  has 
been  largely  on  the  grounds  of  increased  costs  of  the  smokeless  fuel 
which  is  required  to  be  used.  This  is  perfectly  understandable,  and, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  old  age  pensioners  and  others  on  low  fixed 
incomes,  there  seems  to  be  a  case  for  examination  of  the  position  by  the 
appropriate  Ministry  with  a  view  to  providing  some  amelioration  of  the 
situation.  Going  a  stage  further,  consideration  should  perhaps  be  given 
to  the  question  of  installing  a  type  of  central  or  background  heating 
into  all  Local  Authority  dwellings.  By  such  means  a  whole  household 
could  be  heated  at  relatively  the  same  cost  as  it  takes  to  keep  one  fire 
going  to  heat  just  one  room.  Even  those  most  vehemently  opposed  to 
the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  are  reluctant  to  deny,  the 
overall  benefits  to  health  which  will  accrue  in  the  long  term. 
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In  connection  with  the  application  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  in  Sutton- 
in-Ashfield  I  would  take  the  opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to  the  enthus¬ 
iasm  and  whole  hearted  dedication  of  Mr.  Briscoe  and  all  his  Staff  to  the 
virtues  of  this  major  health  undertaking,  and  I  would  like  the  Housing 
Manager  and  his  Department  to  be  associated  with  those  remarks. 

In  the  statistical  breakdown  which  follows  on  succeeding  pages  of 
this  report,  I  would  draw  special  attention  to  the  section  which  considers 
the  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year,  or  Infant  Mortality  as  it  is  some¬ 
times  called.  There  were  nine  infant  deaths,  six  less  than  in  1966,  and 
the  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Sutton-in-Ashfield,  being  13 
per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with  18.3  for  England  and  Wales  and 
14.3  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire.  This  is  a  particularly 
significant  figure,  because  infant  mortality  as  a  whole,  the  neo-natal 
deaths  excepted,  differs  from  pre-natal  and  maternal  mortality  in  that 
it  is  closely  related  to  social  conditions.  The  basic  requirements  of  infancy 
is  efficient  maternal  care  and  circumstances  v/hich  react  in  restraint  of 
that  care  are  unfavourable  to  infants,  whence  infant  mortality.  This  is 
well  illustrated  by  the  high  mortality  amongst  illegitimate  infants. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  its  infant  mortality  rate  is  a  reliable 
indicator  of  the  social  progress  or  stagnation  of  a  locality.  In  Sutton  the 
inference  to  be  drawn  is  clear  but  this  is  no  time  to  pause,  there  is 
much,  very  much  more  that  remains  to  be  done. 

To  Miss  Severn  and  the  other  members  of  the  Office  Staff,  I  would 
pay  special  tribute  for  their  active  and  cheerful  support  which  more  than 
anything  else  contributes  to  the  smooth  day  to  day  running  of  this 
Department.  Those  sentiments  equally  apply  to  the  Nursing,  Home  Help 
and  Office  Staff  of  the  County  Welfare  Clinic. 

Once  again,  I  would  also  put  on  record  the  co-operation  and  active 
support  I  have  received  from  the  General  Practitioners  in  this  town, 
without  whose  endeavours  none  of  the  vital  statistics  recorded  here  would 
be  nearly  so  encouraging. 

At  all  times,  but  particularly  when  the  problems  are  at  their  thorniest, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  remains  a  “tower  of  strength,”  and  the  helpful 
guidance  of  the  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  Staffs  is  comfortingly 
given  when  the  necessity  arises. 

To  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Haynes,  I  remain  indebted  for  her  active  interest 
and  participation  in  all  the  complexities  associated  with  the  running  of 
this  Department. 

I  record  with  regret  the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  A.  R.  Margetts,  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  record  with  appreciation  his  contribution  to  the 
Health  Services  of  Nottinghamshire  County. 

Finally,  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and 
to  all  Members  of  the  Council,  I  would  say  1967  has  been  not  an  unevent¬ 
ful  year  in  the  Health  Records  of  this  town,  and  I  would  express  my 
thanks  to  all  Members  for  their  continued  and  active  support  in  advancing 
in  all  spheres  the  well  being  of  the  people  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield.

Population 

Though  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  253,  the  mid-year  estimate 
of  the  Registrar  General  showed  an  increase  of  only  50.  There  were  51 
fewer  deaths  than  in  1966. 


Births 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  a  little  higher  for  legiti¬ 
mate  births  at  16.4  compared  with  15.9  last  year.  The  rate  for  illegitimate 
births  was  slightly  lower  at  1,  compared  with  1.2.  The  total  birth  rate  of 
17.4  was  just  higher,  for  the  first  time  since  1954,  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales  at  17.2.  The  rates  since  1936  are  shown  on  page  10. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  per  cent,  of  total  live  births  was  lower  by 
1%.  This  figure  of  5.9%  compares  favourably  with  the  8%  quoted  for  the 
whole  country. 

Sixty  per  cent,  of  all  births  were  in  hospital,  to  which  423  mothers 
were  admitted.

Premature  births 


Compared  with  49  last  year,,  60  of  the  693  infants  born  alive  were 
premature  by  weight.  Fortunately,  eight  of  the  additional  number  were  in 
ihe  highest  weight  group. 

Seventeen  of  the  confinements  were  at  home,  eight  of  the  infants  being 
subsequently  admitted  to  hospital,  where  one  died.  Three  deaths  occurred 
in  the  43  hospital  confinements. 

Three  of  the  four  deaths  were  in  the  lighter  weight  groups,  less  than 
41b.  6oz.,  and  the  other  infant  weighed  41b.  9oz. 

There  were  nine  premature  birth  deaths  last  year,  three  were  all  the 
births  in  the  first  group  less  than  21b.  3oz.  The  other  six  were  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  weights  as  the  deaths  this  year,  so  a  realistic  comparison 
shows  an  improvement  of  three. 

The  survival  rate  was  93%  compared  w’ith  82%  in  1966.

The  infant  in  the  first  group  weighed  21bs.  loz.  and  is  progressing 
satisfactorily  to  date.  Born  in  December,  the  ninth  pregnancy  of  an  Rh 
negative  mother,  she  was  the  second  premature  birth  in  the  year,  her 
brother  born  in  January  weighed  41b  6ioz. 


Still-births 

Still-births  were  the  same  number,  14,  as  last  year.  The  rate  was  still 
high  being  20  compared  with  14.8  for  England  and  Wales.  10  of  the  births 
were  premature  by  weight  and  one  was  illegitimate. 

One  case  had  a  poor  obstetric  history,  20  pregnancies  since  1945 
resulting  in  six  live  healthy  children,  three  spina  bifida  infants  dying 
within  the  week,  10  miscarriages  at  three  months,  and  this  premature 
spina  bifida  still-birth. 

The  illegitimate  case  was  a  sixth  pregnancy,  four  live  births,  and  a 
previous  miscarriage  in  1966.  The  mother,  aged  26,  is  Rh  negative  and  a 
contributory  cause  was  Rhesus  iso-immunisation.

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The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  the  combined  rate  for  still  births 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week,  was  lower  than  last  year,  33.1, 
being  28.3  per  thousand  live  and  still  births  compared  with  25.4  for 
England  and  Wales. 
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Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 


There  were  nine  infant  deaths,  six  less  than  last  year.  The  rate  was 
the  lowest  recorded  being  13  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with 
18.3  for  England  and  Wales,  and  14.3  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Notting¬ 
hamshire. 

The  cause  of  death  in  a  three  month  old  infant  was  determined  after 
post  mortem  examination  on  the  instructions  of  the  Coroner.  None  of  the 
infants  were  illegitimate.

Deaths  from  bronchitis  were  17  fewer  than  last  year.  A  decrease 
of  10  males  and  7  females.  The  total  of  22  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  average  of  38  per  year  over  the  last  21  years.

Compared  with  one  last  year,  there  were  five  suicides  recorded  in 
1967.  Two  males  and  three  females,  ages  ranging  from  32  to  72  years. 
Two  as  a  result  of  barbiturate  poisoning,  two  carbon  monoxide  poisoning, 
and  the  other  gunshot  wounds. 

Fatal  accidents,  other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents,  but  including 
accidents  in  the  home,  totalled  four.  This  was  half  the  number  recorded 
last  year. 

Compared  with  eight  last  year,  fatal  motor  vehicle  accidents,  involving 
Sutton-in-Ashfield  inhabitants  totalled  six.  These  were  a  girl  age  11,  and 
her  mother  aged  36,  in  the  same  car  which  collided  with  a  lorry.  Two 
young  males  age  17  and  19,  both  on  motor  scooters,  one  colliding  with 
a  car  and  the  other  with  a  van.  A  man  age  34  was  involved  in  a  bulldozer 
accident  at  work;  and  the  last  case,  a  man  age  72,  a  pedestrian,  was  in¬ 
volved  in  a  car  accident.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  fatal 
motor  vehicle  accidents  involving  pedestrian  schoolchildren,  two  were 
recorded  last  year.

There  were  11  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with 
eight  in  the  previous  year,  the  rate  per  100,000  population  was  27.1  com¬ 
pared  with  19.7  for  last  year.  Occupation  was  not  a  significant  factor.

The  chest  X-Ray  of  one  girl,  age  12,  a  Mantoux  strongly  positive 
reactor,  had  the  appearances  consistent  with  a  tuberculous  focus.  Sub¬ 
sequently,  she  attended  the  Chest  Clinic  and  was  notified  in  1968, 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  She  was  in  Ransom  Hospital  for  seven  weeks, 
and  was  able  to  return  to  school  three  weeks  later. 

Chest  X-Rays  were  arranged  for  the  11  Staff  at  the  School,  and  10 
pupils  in  the  same  Class  as  the  case,  whose  parents  had  not  consented 
for  Skin  Testing.  All  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 


Mass  Radiography  Unit 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  held  public  sessions  from  11th  to  18th 
December.  The  response,  to  say  the  least  was  most  disappointing,  only 
1,257  attending,  compared  with  2  126  in  March,  1965.  However,  it  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  37%  of  the  examinees  were  X-rayed  for  the  first  time 
by  a  mass  radiography  unit,  compared  with  32%  in  1965, 

No  case  of  active  tuberculosis  was  found.  One  person  was  referred 
to  the  Chest  Clinic  as  an  observation  case  (non-tuberculosis).

The  situation  regarding  fluoridation  is  that  I  made  a  visit  to  the 
Ministry  in  London  to  determine  their  requirements  and  investigations 
were  still  proceeding  at  the  end  of  1967  into  possible  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  Board’s  supplies.  It  is  possible  that  two  or  three  of  the  major 
sources  will  be  treated  first  by  the  use  of  hydrofluosilicic  acid  and  that 
subject  to  this  proving  satisfactory,  the  system  may  be  extended  at  a 
later  date  to  the  small  pumping  stations.”

Sewage  Disposal 

The  major  reconstruction  of  the  Unwin  Road  Works  commenced  in 
August,  1964,  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  whole  plant  was 
brought  into  full  operation  during  the  summer.  The  site  was  graded  down 
and  sown  with  grass  seed,  the  roadways  were  completed,  and  the  works 
are  looking  in  good  order  once  more. 

The  quality  of  the  final  effluent  has  been  very  satisfactory  since  full 
operation  commenced. 


Rainfall 

The  total  rainfall  for  1967  was  26.87”  compared  with  the  average  for 
the  past  53  years  of  28.79”.  The  driest  month  was  June  with  0.68”,  and 
the  wettest  month  was  May,  5.24”.  Rain  was  measurable  on  175  days 
during  the  year. 
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HOUSING 


Although  housing  accommodation  was  provided  for  350  families,  81 
in  new  dwellings  allocated,  and  269  in  relets,  the  number  of  applications 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  increased  by  46. 

Houses  built  by  private  enterprise  amounted  to  132. 


Mousing  Manager’s  Report : 

During  the  year  28  flats  and  common  room  at  The  Beeches,  Skegby, 
and  60  new  dwellings  on  the  Meden  Bank  Estate  were  completed.

There  was  no 
legal  overcrowding,  but  due  to  illness,  the  family  were  recommended  for 
priority  consideration  and  were  re-housed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  1967 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  and  as  usual  the  full  detail 
of  the  work  of  your  Inspectors  is  shown  under  the  relevant  headings  in 
the  body  of  the  report. 


Much  time  and  effort  has  again  been  given  to  housing  work.  As 
reported  in  previous  years,  the  principal  slum  clearance  work  has  been 
completed,  and  we  are  now  dealing  with  the  isolated  blocks  of  property 
which  are  gradually  reaching  slum  standard.  20  unfit  houses  were 
demolished  in  the  year,  and  many  houses  were  the  subject  of  action  for 
normal  repairs. 


There  was  no  slackening  in  our  efforts  to  pursue  with  the  utmost 
vigour  the  improvement  of  houses.  The  year’s  total  of  221  improvement 
grants  is  our  highest  since  the  Council  commenced  this  work.  Although 
the  grand  total  of  962  grants  given  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction,  there 
is  no  room  for  complacency  and  I  hope  this  programme  will  continue 
until  every  householder,  who  is  desirous  of  modernised  accommodation, 
has  been  satisfied.  The  procedure  for  obtaining  a  grant  is  simple,  the 
grants  made  are  more  than  generous,  and  I  would  ask  the  Council  to 
urge  and  plea  for  constant  press  publicity  if  we  are  to  give  many 
hundreds  of  houses  a  further  useful  span  of  life.  In  these  days  of  ever 
increasing  land  and  property  valuations,  there  is  a  constant  need  for 
more  reasonably  priced  modernised  property,  and  there  are  sufficient  of 
these  rows  of  dwellings  available  to  satisfy  this  demand.  The  first  compul¬ 
sory  improvement  area  in  Oak  Tree  Road  and  Lime  Street  is  well  under  way, 
and  it  would  appear,  as  we  sincerely  hope,  that  these  two  streets  will  be 
modernised  without  any  further  compulsory  action.  We  look  forward  to  the 
further  legislation  now  promised,  which  is  designed  to  simplify  the  present 
procedure  of  declaring  improvement  areas.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
house  modernisation  is  now  one  of  the  greatest  and  far  reaching  social 
experiments  since  slum  clearance. 


Every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a  continuation  of  smoke  control. 
Four  new  areas  became  operative  between  June  and  November,  and  two 
areas  were  confirmed  to  come  into  operation  in  the  summer  of  1968.  We 
are  now  reaching  the  stage  when  some  householders  are  pressing  to  be 
included  in  a  Smoke  Control  Area  so  that  they  may  modernise  and  claim 
grant. 


I  have  also  to  report  that  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  have  been  completed.  A  regular  pattern  of 
supervision  is  now  emerging  and  running  parallel  with  the  necessary 
visits  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


This  has  been  another  year  of  continual  steady  progress  and  achieve¬ 
ment,  and  the  Department  are  now,  in  the  course  of  their  duties  under 
house  improvement  and  smoke  control,  having  much  closer  contact  with 
householders  involved.  Many  additional  inspections  and  visits  have  been 
required  and  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  Staff  for  exceptional 
team  work. 


This  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  full  support  and 
encouragement  of  every  Member  of  the  Council  and  to  our  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Stephen  Young,  and  I  sincerely  record  my  grateful  thanks 
to  all  concerned.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


A  regular  weekly  collection  was  maintained  and  few  complaints 
received.  The  labour  force  was  maintained  to  the  required  numbers. 

Following  the  Council’s  decision  to  proceed  with  the  replacement  of 
the  older  side  loading  refuse  vehicles,  a  further  20  cubic  yard  continuous 
loader  was  received  and  put  into  operation.  Two  more  of  the  same  type 
of  vehicle  were  ordered  for  delivery  early  1968. 

Further  meetings  have  been  held  on  the  invitation  of  a  neighbouring 
Authority  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  a  joint  Incinerator  Plant,  but 
no  definite  progress  has  been  made. 

Further  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  more  land  for  refuse 
disposal  purposes.

General  Observations 

A  considerable  amount  of  the  Department’s  time  was  devoted  to  the 
supervision  of  all  the  Food  Shops  and  other  premises,  and  every  effort 
was  made  to  maintain  a  good  standard  of  co-operation  with  the  personnel. 
Informal  on  the  spot  discussions  are  emphasised,  and  must  continue  as 
part  of  the  constant  vigilance  required  in  the  handling  of  food.
